ACTION FOLLOWS 
HULL CONFERENCE. 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Designed To Serve as 
Warning to Japanese. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.— 
(AP) — The. United States 
served notice tonight it was 
terminating its 1911 treaty of 
commerce and nawation with 
Japan, opening the way toward 
an embargo on the shipment of 
raw materials to that country. 

On behalf of Secretary of 
State Hull, Francis B. Sayre, 
assistant secretary of state, 
handed a note to an official of the 
Japanese embassy informing him 
of the step. 

The government’s action came 
like a lightning bolt from a blue 


sky, since the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee discussing a reso- 


‘ution calling for the denunciation 


of the treaty postponed discussion | 
on it today until later in the week. = 
Roosevelt Consulted. 

Earlier ‘today Secretary Hull 
conferred, with President Roose- 
velt, following talks with his far 
eastern advisers. The President 
approved, perhaps ordered, the ac- 
tion. 

Six months must pass from to- 
day before the abrogation can go 
into effect. They will be up Jan- 
uary 26, 1940, at which time con- 
gress will be in session and can 
discuss an embargo on raw ma- 
terials shipments to Japan. 

The State Department regarded 
the 1911 treaty as a legal obstacle 
in the way’of a resolution by Sen- 
ator Pittman, Democrat, Nevada, 
calling for the embargo. Article 5, 
paragraph 3, of the pact said: “Nor 
shall any prohibition be enforced 
by either country on the importa- 
tion or exportation of any article 
from or to the territories of the 
other which shall not equally ex- 
tend to the like article imported 
from or exported to any other 
country.”

Church Government Similar 
to ‘Town Meeting,’ Dr. N.M. 
Cox Asserts.

A theologian of note, author of 
two books and of a widely read 
daily religious column for news- 
papers, the Rev. Dr. Norman Wade 
Cox, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Meridian, Miss., made it 
clear in an interview yesterday 
how the Baptists maintain their 
position as the freest of church or- 
ganizations. _ 

“It is hardly an organization at 
all in the strictest sense,” he 
pointed out. “The best description 
of the church from the standpoint 


of government, is that it is a ‘town 
meeting.’ All authority rests in the 
individual. It is an authority which 
is not delegated except in a most 
limited way, and in relation to 
necessary business dealings. 
Church Independence. 

“This present congress of the 
Baptist World Alliance can pass 
any number of resolutions, as it 
will do, and properly so, but there 
is no Baptist church in the world 
so humble that it-may not ignore 
them completely, if it so desires. 
I do not mean that the churches 
will ignore them—for we are held 
together by the unity of our ideas 
—but the illustration makes clear 
how free we are.” 

He pointed out also that the 
church has no creed. Each indi- 
vidual member is instructed mere- 
ly to arrive at his own conclusions 
from study of religion. The church 
does insist upon immersion, she 
said, but even here it is but fol- 
lowing admitted historic prece- 
dent. 

“Baptists aren’t narrow, even if 
we’re so regarded,” this friendly 
native of Climax, Ga., who has 
held many important pastorates, 
declared. “Of course, it is true 
that in the old days the Baptist— 
and many other churches—tossed 
out the brethren pretty freely for 
infractions of ancient taboos 
against dancing, card - playing, 
drinking, and so on. 

“But all that is a thing of the 
past. You’d have to be a refractory 
individual indeed to be expelled 
today.” 

In illustration of the church’s 
position as to liberty of belief he 
quoted “an axiom of the church’s 
historic attitude.” It ran: “A true 
Baptist has never denied to a 
Catholic a right he would claim 


for himself, nor has he ever per- 


secuted a Jew, nor denied sanc- 
tuary to one charged with witch- 
craft.” 

Symbolic Language. 

The language, he explained, was 
largely symbolic, making the im- 
plications of the statement ex- 
tremely broad in scope. 

While but 50, Dr. Cox has par- 
ticipated in two previous world 
congresses of Baptists—those held

FAILED 10 GET OKA 


Six Dixie States’ Vote o 
Control Lacked Two- 
Thirds Majority. 


Tobacco belt farmers in si 
southern states failed to approv 
a quota control for the 1939 cro 
although a majority of those vot 
ing were in favor of the plan. 

The vote was 130,372 for an 
98,658 against which fell short c 
the required two-thirds majority 
In Georgia the vote was 15,77 
for and 9,464 against, a majorit: 
of about 62 per cent. 

It was the announced plan o 
the AAA to limit this year’s cro} 
to 754,240,000 pounds to be pro 
portioned as provided by law. Jul: 
estimates of this year’s produc. 
tion were slightly in excess of 
1,000,000,000 pounds, an increase 
of about 267,000,000 over 1938. 

If approved, the quota contro 
plan would have guaranteed grow- 
ers a fixed minimum. price for 
all of the crop consumed in this 
country, the surplus to be sold or 
foreign markets at whatever price 
it would bring. 

Control of the 1938 crop was 
overwhelmingly approved but 
much dissatisfaction resulted from 
quota assignments.

ing to deny the government the

He made public a list of 98 
warehouse firms that he said were 
engaged in a “cotton warehouse 
racket” from which they were re- 
ceiving from $25,000 to over $5,- 
000,000 for storage of government 
cotton during the year just ending. 

In the Crawford list were the 
following warehouse companies in 
Georgia: Southeastern Compress & 
Warehouse Company, Atlanta; 
Georgia-Carolina Warehouse, Au- 
gusta; W. C. Bradley Company, 
Columbus; Savannah River Ware- 
house Company, Augusta, and the 
Central Real Estate Warehouse 
Company, Augusta. 

Agrees With Charges. 

Dupuy Bateman Jr., president of 
the Southeastern Compress & 
Warehouse Company, yesterday 
agreed with Representative Craw- 
ford’s charges. 

“I would like to see congress 
strip the mask from the whole 
thing,” he stated, explaining the 
govérnment could get the same. 
service from warehousemen at ap- 
proximately half the cost if the 
system was placed on a competi- 
tive basis. 

As it is, the cotton is “frozen” 
in the warehouse where the loan 
is made. There are approximately 
2,C00 such warehouses in the cot- 
ton-growing states, he pointed out, 
most of them at interior points. 

Storage and insurance prices, 
se. by agreement between the gov- 
ernment and warehousemen, now 
run around $3 a bale for the first 
year, and $2.16 for the years 
thereafter, Bateman commented. 
He has estimated that warehouse- 
men, if the system was competi- 
tive, could perform the same serv- 
ice at $1.80 per bale the first year, 
and $1.44 for the following years. 

Would Reduce Rates. 

“As it is,” he said, “our pres- 
ent rates are at least 10 per cent 
under other interior warehouses, 
and we have told the government | 
that any time they would place| 
loan cotton storage on a competi- 
tive basis, we would substantially 
reduce our present rates.”

Oklahoma Prisoner

—— of McAlester penitentiary, 
said. 

The desperado finally admitted 
he shot Hamilton through the head 
during a scuffle which resulted 
when the Kansan attempted to 
snatch his revolver.

Reports reaching the French 
frontier from Spain reported Gen- 
eralissimo Franco at least tem- 
porarily had bowed to bitter op- 
position which has risen to his 
brother-in-law, Interior Minister 
Ramon Serrano Suner, chief ad- 
| vocate of close Spanish co-opera- 
tion with Italy and Germany. ° 

Franco was said to have shelv- 
'ed a plan to make Serrano Suner | 
premier with wide powers. Mon- | 
archists and army leaders opened | 
violent attacks, these reports said, 
on the interior minister who also | 
is chief of the Falangists—Span- 
ish Fascists. | 

Burgos dispatches said Franco 
might reorganize his cabinet at a 
| meeting Friday. 

As if to help the anti-Serrano 
‘Suner group a Paris court today 
ordered Spanish gold totaling | 
/1,500,000,000 francs (about -$39,- | 
730,000) turned over to the Na- | 
tionalist Bank of Spain. The gold | 
had been sent to Paris by the | 
fallen Republican regime about | 
two years ago. 

This removed the main barrier | 
to execution of the French-Span- 
ish accord negotiated at Burgos 
last February 26, when France 
recognized Franco as the victor in 
Spain. 

It paved the way for Britain 
and France to make further at- 
| tempts to woo the Spanish Nation- 
_alists away from’ Rome—a job 
which probably never could be} 
| done if Serrano Suner were head | 
of the Spanish government. | 

In the Far East differences of an | 
unspecified nature were reported | 
authoritatively to have arisen in| 
‘committee negotiations attempting | 
to settle the Tientsin dispute be- | 
‘tween Britain: and Japan. 


The possibility of a difference | 
in interpretation of their previous 
| agreement was seen in a Tokyo 
foreign office spokesman’s state- 

ment that “we certainly do not 
expect” Britain to continue aid 
to China. 


British Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain in announcing ‘the agree- 
ment Monday stated that Britain’s 
policy regarding China remained 
unchanged. This policy in the past 
has included financial assistance 
|to Chiahg’s government. He said 
‘the negotiations in Tokyo, for 
|'which the agreement was to pro- 
vide a basis, would be confined 
to the local issues at Tientsin, 
north China port where the Japa- 
‘nese have blockaded the British 
concessions since June 14. 

As the result of fear of possible 
| Russian air raids in Manchoukuo, 
‘the national defense act today 
was extended throughout the Jap- 
| anese sponsored state. 

The measure was invoked last 
month first for the four north- 
western provinces of Manchoukuo 
after fighting broke out between 
_Japanese forces and Soviet-Mon- 
| golian troops. 

Enacted in March, 1938, the act 
is designed to “prevent and mini- 
mize damages arising from enemy 
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attacks, especially aerial raids.”

On Businesslike Basis 

The Fulton county commission, yesterday 
afternoon adopted resolutions which include a 
complete reformation in the system of opera- 
tion and upkeep of automobiles in county busi- 
ness. It is, on its face, a sincere effort to do 
away with all possibility of misuse of county 
automobiles for private purposes and places 
the county, in this item, on equal footing with 
the vast majority of competently conducted 
private business firms. 

Under the new rules the county will not 
furnish automobiles to any employes. Each 
man needing a car will, as in private businesses, 
furnish his own machine. The county, how- 
ever, will pay proper costs of operation, such 
as gasoline and oil consumption, etc., on a basis 
of the average official mileage recorded each 
month. 

Thus the employe ,;whose records show that 
it cost $100 a month to operate his car on 
county business, will be granted that sum, 
monthly, in addition to his salary. If, later, 
it is shown that he does not need this amount, 
the allowance will be properly reduced. 

Cars now owned by the county may be pur- 
chased by those using them, but the price is 
to be set by a board of three outside, unbiased 
appraisers. The county may, if desirable, per- 
mit an employe to purchase such a car on the 
monthly installment basis. 

Any cars not so sold, will be sold to others 
and the money used for the purchase of badly 
needed additional county trucks. 

This, in general outline, is the plan adopted. 
It may, in operation, prove desirable to make 
minor changes in some details. But, speaking 
generally, it is the same system as that usually 
followed in private business and there is no 
reason why it should not work in the handling 
of county business. 

The commissioners deserve highest com- 
mendation for this sincere effort to do away 
with an evil that has grown to large propor- 
tions. Their action should answer, completely, 
the criticisms which have been made anent 
private use of county-owned cars. Under the 
new plan this will no longer be possible. It is 
believed the change in method will result in 
Saving many thousands of taxpayers’ dollars 
annually, in the operation of Fulton county 
affairs.

Tarzan, the Institution 


When any literary character, be it fish, 
flesh, fowl or whatnot, achieves so much fame 
that 30,000,000 copies of the novels built around 
that imagined individual are sold in 56 differ- 
ent languages and dialects, that character has 
come close to achieving immortality. 

Such is Tarzan of the Apes, the creation 
of Edgar Rice Burroughs. Not only between 
the covers of published books, but via comic 
strip and moving picture screen, by radio and 
across the novelty counters, in every conceiva- 
ble way, Tarzan is known and admired all over 
the world. 

Now comes, perhaps, the crowning glory for 
Tarzan and his creator. The Saturday Even- 
ing Post, in its opening article of the July 29 
issue, places Burroughs as “first and the rest 
nowhere” in the competition for “greatest liv- 
ing writer.” 

This classification is based, says the writer 
of the Post article, Alva Johnston, on three 
simple tests. The first is the size of the writer’s 
public, the second his success in establishing 
a character in the consciousness of the world 
and the third the probability of his being read 
by posterity. 

The Johnston article then gives some as- 
tonishing rules for success as a writer, taken 
from the life experiences of Burroughs. There 
are nine of these and each one seems totally 
contrary to any imaginable copybook maxim 
or orthodox guide to any successful career. 

Anyway, you can read all about Tarzan, 
about his creator, Burroughs and about the 
town in California, Tarzana, named after the 
great hero of the wild places, in the Post. 

And, each morning, you can follow Tarzan 
in a new adventure on the classified adver- 
tisement pages of The Constitution. But don’t 
ever expect to see a lion victorious in combat 
with Tarzan. They dont know it, but the lions 
are framed before the struggles begin!

Just As Expected 

The decision of a federal district court in the 
government’s case against the American Medical 
Association, charging violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust act, was but as expected. The court 
sustained a demurrer filed by the defense, find- 
ing that the A. M. A. ahd its joint defendants 
are not engaged in a “trade” as defined in the 
statute. 

Thus, it is to be hoped, the court attack 
against the Medical Association comes to a 
much-to-be-desired close. There should be, if 
those in charge of the government case exer- 
cise reasonable wisdom, no appeal from the 
decision. The filing of the case, in the first 
place, was one of the most fantastic develop- 
ments of a period of bureaucratic fantasy. 

No one, with a particle of knowledge con- 


cerning the medical profession, its ethics and . 


the quality of the men engaged in its prac- 
tice, could conceive for a moment of any wide- 
Spread conspiracy within its ranks, in contra- 
vention of the law of the land. That doctors, 
of all people, should be accused of operating a 
“trust,” was, on its face, an absurdity. 

There is little room for doubting that the 
healing professions have brought more un- 
selfish sacrifice, more lasting benefit to the 
human race than any other. It is their mis- 
sion to heal and, with rare exception, that is 
the enthusiasm of their life. Pecuniary reward 
is of minor interest to most physicians. 

There Is no denial that there is great need 
of increased medical service and increased 
hospitalization in this country. Too many sec- 
tions are without doctors, too many American 
citizens can find no proper medical service in 
their need. 

But this condition will be improved. It will 
be a slow and long process, toward the ideal 
medical provisions for the entire nation. One 
thing, however, is certain. It will only be 
reached with the co-operation of the healing 
professions. Without them, any such effort is 
foredoomed to failure. 

Now that the unnecessary attack on the 
A. M. A. is apparently over, both sides to the 
argument should promptly forget and start 
anew toward the goal that both desire. 


One More Step 


The south has won another step in the 
battle toward equality with other sections in 
the passage, by the house, of the Lea trans- 
portation bill. The ultimate outcome, how- 
ever, will lie not in legislative direction, but in 
the determination of all southerners to free 
themselves of shackles forged over long years 
by powerful interests. 

The Ramspeck amendment to the Lea bill 
directs an investigation of discriminatory rates 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
long has denied the south a rightful adjust- 
ment. While the amendment implements the 
battle of the south, it is no assurance that 
right will prevail. The inequalities can be 
ironed away only as all southerners unite in 
demands that action be taken. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
undertaken hearings into these discriminatory 
rates yet, with the characteristic indecision of 
an authoritative government agency, has de- 
layed any action to correct injustices for 
months upon months. 

While the Ramspeck amendment may be 
instrumental in forcing a decision, and a full 
investigation, in itself it will not obtain rectifi- 
cation of burdensome rates for the south. That 
will come only when the south forces it by the 
weight of justice. Northern and eastern inter- 
ests have marshalled their forces through the 
years to keep the south in subjection. They 
will continue to do so as long as southerners 
remain more or less careless of their political 
force. 


War, they say, must wait while the tough 
countries bring in the harvest. Only then will 
it be safe to beat the plowshares back into 
swords. 


The shelter belts are coming to maturity in 
various sections of the land. And some day 
soon, no doubt, tax collectors will be shaking 
fugitives out of the trees.

THE KELLOGG PACT AS A FORCE FOR 
7 PEACE 


(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 


In the ten years that have elapsed since Presi- 
dent Hoover on July 24, 1929, declarea the Kel- 
logg pact in effect, this treaty, designed to out- 
law war as an agency of national policy and ap- 
proved by more than 60 countries, has often been 
evaded and disregarded—but it has never been 
denounced. 

Furthermore, studied effort of the aggressor 
powers to avoid mentioning the Kellogg pact sug- 
gests that they are not unconscious of the obli- 
gation they assumed when they signed the treaty 
solemnly committing them to condemn “war for 
the solution of international controversies.” 

Treaties to preserve peace have been, in this 
era, tragically scorned or ignored. Imperialistic 
nations have scrapped peace pledges in Europe, in 
Asia and in Africa. But does it necessarily follow 
that adoption of the Kellogg pact was so much 
time and energy wasted? Are the hopes it raised 
dead? 

It would not appear so. The influence of this 
treaty conceivably has been a maior factor in the 
new, bandit-style, undeclared warfare. Such eva- 
sion by the war-makers may indicate recognition 
of the treaty as a force for peace. Perhaps the 
dictators, consciously or not, are afraid of the 
Kellogg pact’s forthright declarations. 

For the time being, at least, Europe’s scales 
seem to be tilted slightly toward peace rather than 
toward war. If economic conditions improve and 
international relations attain a more stable foun- 
dation, it is not unbelievable that the Kellogg pact, 
at last, will prove itself a definite and substantial 
safeguard for the maintenance of world peace.

FARLEY FACES DECISION WASHINGTON, July 26—Muz- 


Jim Farley seems to have 
become a fixed rule of presidential conduct. Raneets from Hyde 
Park tell how the President terminated Farley’s visit there by taking 
public relations into his own hands, doing the talking for both while 
his unfortunate guest grinned and bore it. 

At every recent Roosevelt-Farley conference, the same thing has 
happened. During last summer’s purge, when Farley returned to 
report from a long political trip, the President announced that Jim 


had said “everything was fine” after a conversation in which politics 
had been barely mentioned. Presumably, the President meant that 


Farley was optimistic about crop conditions or something else of 
the sort. But it is to be hoped, for the President’s own sake, that the 
conversational topics during the recent meeting were somewhat 
more substantial. 

From the rather belligerent manner of the President’s descrip- 
tion, it is doubtful that the meeting’s outcome was entirely satis- 
factory. And in that case Jim Farley sails for Europe in the glum 
mood of a man who must soon make a supremely disagreeable 
detision. The decision, to put it bluntly, is whether to continue to 
go along with the President in his present political course. He has 
always gone along or kept his mouth shut. From old loyalty and 
old affection, he would like to go along now. But it is almost im- 
possibly difficult to do so when the White House habitually treats 
him as an open or at least a potential enemy. 


CRUCIAL TURN That is the essence of the turmoil about Far- 

ley’s plan to rebel in the event of a third- 
term effort. No purpose is served by exploring the rights and 
wrongs of the matter, which are deeply involved in the palace poli- 
tics of the White House. It’s enough to say that, on the one hand, 
Jim Farley has been reluctant to join in many political projects 
suggested to the President by the Néw Dealers’ group. On the other, 
the President long ago céased to deal with Farley in the old, con- 
fidential way which nourished his loyalty and secured his con- 
tinued obedience. 

The recent history is fairly simple. The crucial turn of the 
Roosevelt-Farley relationship seems to date from Jim Farley’s cross- 
country trip a month or so ago. It was another of those expedi- 
tions of political exploration at which Farley is so adept. In the 
old days, he would have have gone as the President’s agent. This 
time he definitely did not. The President, or his intimate lieu- 
tenants, actually had observers posted along Farley’s path to bring 
in independent information from the same areas. 

Throughout the trip, Farley maintained an appearance of un- 
questioning allegiance to the President, and on his return intimated 
to friends that he was still going along. Just what Jim Farley dis- 
covered on his travels, however, he told no one. The White House 
was apparently convinced, by the independent observers, that he 
discovered considerable third-term sentiment among the Democratic 
organizations. At any rate, the President did not ask him a single 
political question. And while Farley nursed a growing resentment, 
White House habitues explained that the President had concluded 
he “didn’t need Jim” any more. 


UNITED THEY STAND? With matters at this difficult pass, 
the President chose to appoint Paul 


V. McNutt, the only man in politics whom Jim Farley admits to 
loathing, to a high position in the administration. The appointment 
was widely interpreted as an intentional slap at Farley. In any case, 
it put the finishing touches to the Farley state of mind. It may now 
be accepted that Farley has had pretty nearly-as much as he can 
stand. He has said so to several cronies on Capitol Hill and else- 


where, 


Thus, Farley is confronted with his disagreeable decision, be- 


tween continuing to go along or leaving the White House reserva- 
tion. In spite of the President and the New Dealers, Farley’s ulti- 
mate choice remains vastly important. He is one of the most popu- 
lar men in the country, as the polls indicate. He is still chairman of 
the Democratic national committee and there is no way of getting 
him out. His influence with the Democratic organizations remains 
unimpaired, and, even though circumstances force many organiza- 
tion leaders to support a third-term movement, Jim Farley’s de- 
fection would take the heart out of their work. 

Rather obviously, the President has been converted to the theory 
that Jim Farley is no longer with him. Because the President’s 
dealings with Farley have been conditioned by his theory, there is 
now a chance that the theory will prove correct. Possibly the two 
men made up at Hyde Park. But meanwhile it is well to recall 
one of Jim Farley’s own shrewd dicta on Democratic prospects in 
1940. His words were, “We can win, but only if we're united.”

movement and, on conviction in a 
trial by his own local, may be 
kicked out and barred from em- 
ployment at his trade. 

That makes the boycott pretty 
tight, but just to make sure, the 
union puts a picket line across 
the front of the store.

Now that our benevolent government has remembered all of 
the other forgotten people, isn’t it about time to remember the 
poor who support themselves and save money for their old age 
and yet have no security? 

The banks have been made safe for small depositors, but, with 
money so plentiful and cheap, they have almost quit paying inter- 
est. And other methods of obtaining a return on savings are dan- 
gerously speculative or almost barren. Only the luckiest of the 
poor find safe investments that will return enough to provide food 
and shelter in their old age. 

Some years ago a man with a good idea formed a $30,000,000 
company to exploit the riches of South America. By a combina- 
tion of inexcusable stupidities the project failed, and the investors 
lost every dollar they had put into it. 

That is typical of the greater part of the history of investment 
in America, jEvery year, in every city and town in the land, men 
with money-making ideas form companies to get capital and sell 
stock to those who are called small investors. For various reasons, 
nine in every ten of these companies eventually fail, taking with 
them into oblivion the hard-earned savings of the poor. 

The companies that succeed are operated, for the most part, for 
the benefit of the big stockholders who are on the inside. In the 
days of good looting, these insiders issued and sold so much stock 
the business can never hope to pay dividends on all of it, That 
isn’t done now, but officers still juggle their own stock, taking 
advantage of melon-cuttings before the little stockholders know 
what is going to happen. 

Companies that pay little or no dividend are still prosperous 
enough to pay enormous salaries to their officers. And other com- 
panies, making huge profits, adopt a “conservative dividend pol- 
icy.” Since their officers and chief stockholders have big incomes, 
their dividends would be heavily taxed. To avoid this, they keep 
= profits in the treasury, and the little stockholders get nothing 

ive on, 

For generations the little people—the small investors—have 
worked and scrimped and saved to provide the countless millions 
that financed industry and commerce. It is like a cruel tax or an 
outright gift—the many working to build up the few. Most of the 
money is lost; the rest fails to pay a fair return. 

There are millions of these little people saving to provide for 
their old age or their families. If private business can’t provide 
them safe and fair investments, why can’t the government sell 
them annuities? ; 

Life insurance companies sell annuities to the rich, and the 
government has baby bonds for the poor. But the middle class 
has no investment that provides absolute safety and a return gen- 
erous enough to buy security.

Abruptly the tone of the pre- 
pared speech changed. The refer-

the beginning of hostilities church 
membership in China had doubled. 


Portion of Talk Deleted. 

The portion of the address 
which was deleted, it was learned, 
contained an appeal to send money 
and missionaries to China where 
the expenditure would be more 
wisely made than in Japan.

CHURCH “DABBLING® | 
IS WARNED AGAINST 


English Speaking Baptist 
Group Hears Denunciation 
of Meddling in Politics. 


Dabbling of the church in poli- 
tics and social affairs must stop 
if Christianity is to survive, ac- 
cording to Dr. Gilbert Laws and 
Dr. W. E. Dodd, both of whom 
spoke before the English-speaking 
group meeting of the Baptist 
World Alliance yesterday after- 
noon at the auditorium. 

“The love of money produces 
evils in the state, in schools and 
in the church,” said Dr. Dodd, of 
Shreveport, “and I know whereof 
I speak, for I come from Louisi- 
ana.” 

“Religion has been brought 
down to a level with civic clubs,” 
Dr. Dodd charged, “and until the 
Christians of the world return to 
the evangelistic interpretation of 
religion, the church can be no 
more than a secular organization 
babbling platitudes.” 


The Rev. Laws, who comes from 
Norwich, England, made a scortch- 
ing accusation of modern politics 
as he declared, “People who hold 
views, and maintain practices, dia- 
metrically opposed to morals con- 
tinue to occupy important circles 
in public life.” 

Modern literature came in for 
its share of abuse as the English- 
man’ described it: as “putrid.” 
“When adultery and fornication 
are merely amusing there is some- 
thing rotten in those who find it 
so,” he declared as a wave of ap- 
plause broke from the 4,000 or 
more who heard his eloquent ad- 
dress. 

“The Color Chaallenge” was dis- 
cussed by Professor ‘Gordon Han- 
cock, of Richmond, Va., who de- 
clared that a church which “lacks 
the courage: to face squarely the 
olor challenge cannot. be entrusted 
with the weighter questions of 
human destiny. Unless the church 
will accept the-challenge that 
racialism has thrust in its path- 
way, it must decline and die.

“Some governments are delib- 
erately attempting to destroy all 
religion. 

“Drinking, gambling and sen- 
suality, which a few years ago 
skulked in dark corners, now 
flaunt themselves before the eyes 
of men,” he asserted. 


Dr. Roland Q. Leavell, director | 


of evangelism of the Southern 
Baptist convention, indorsed the 
plan. 

“This Alliance’ represents the 
greatest opportunity for a repeti- 
tion of Pentecost since the first 
century,” Dr. Leavell declared.

appointed to study the “Baptist 
contribution to Christian unity 
over the past five years.” 

The report briefly, cited work 
of ‘the church toward Christian- 
ity over the world but held no 
hope in the immediate future for 
any union of all churches or with 
other churches. 


Difference of Opinion. 


What the report revealed mostly 
was a wide divergence of opin- 
ion among the many Baptist lead- 
ers who answerec the question- 
naires. 

“The division of opinion regard- 
ing communion and membership 
was more extensive and the con- 
clusion of the report is that time 
must be allowed for reconciliation 
of divergent views,” Coats de- 
clared in presenting the study. 

“It is evident that there is lit- 
tle inclination among Baptists for 
closer corporate union with other 
branches of the church,” he as- 
serted. 

“Most members of the commis- 
sion give it as their opinion that 
such incorporation would compro- 
mise our Baptist witness and not 
effect much improvement in con- 
ditions of - work on the mission 
field or elsewhere,” Coats con- 
cluded. 

The evangelistic program high- 
lighted the morning session where 
Dr. J. R. Sampey, of Louisville, 
Ky;. Dr. D. J. Evans, of Rochester, 
N. Y.; H. L. Taylor, of London, 
and the Rev. Trederick Rockshies, 
of Berlin, spoke on the various 
phases of the church. The Rev. 
Benjamin Pradham, of Cuttack, 
India, opened discussion. 

Tracing the church through the 
Bible, Dr. Sampey told of the New 
Testament doctrine of the church. 
He said Jesus referred to the 
church only twice but he found 
numerous other mentions of 
churches. 

“There is no hint of a provincial 
church or a national church or a 
universal visible church” he said. 
“Nor is there hint of a diocesan 
bishop, and the only priesthood 
known in the first Christian cen- 
tury was the universal priesthood 
of all believers.” 

Church Influence. 

Speaking on the “Church as a 
Field,” Dr. Evans said its field is 
as wide as the land and its people. 
It has work to do until “all are 
Christians,” he said. 

“The Church of God is the 
church of man,” Evans added. 

The church has left an indelible 
influence in history and as a force 
has done much toward stopping 
cannibalism, making child life sa- 
cred, restricting the use of drugs, 
promoting temperance, and pro- 
tecting child labor, asserted Tay- 
lor. 

“Evangelism is the answer to 
the new dangers which confront 
the world,” he declared, asking 
that all messengers go forth de- 
termined to win men to Christian- 
ity immediately.

Glossitis means inflammation of though this extremely prevalent 


| type of anemia (hypochromic ane- 
| mia) responds well to treatment 
| with large doses of iron (at least a 
| hundred times as much iron as the 
| blood requires), provided the diet 
is not unduly restricted, it is now 
pretty clearly established that an 
adequate daily intake of vitamin 
| B-complex is the best assurance 
‘that the blood will get all the 
iron it needs (about one-fourth of 
‘a grain a day) from ordinary 
|foods, for the vitamin B-complex 
(perhaps vitamin G, otherwise

‘known as B-2 or riboflavin par- 


‘ticularly controls the assimilation 
and retention of iron. 


The characteristic condition of 
the tongue in cases of well marked 
vitamin B-complex deficiency 
commonly accompanies chronic 
fatigue and malonychotrophy, if 
you will pardon the monstrosity. 
The tongue is red and shiny, point- 
ed rather than rounded, and often 
feels sore or burning—sufferers 
sometimes ascribe the burning to 
“acid fruits” or to other items of 
diet. 

_Perhaps only the trained physi- 
clan can recognize the tongue in- 
dication of malnutrition in mild 
cases. Almost any one can arrive 
at a fair idea of the condition of 
the nails. The typical effects of 
vitamin deficiency shown by the

Two Inches Off Waistline 


ls Fashion Trend for Fall. 


has been shrinking steadily and 
this year it is a good two inches 
less than last. It’s no longer a 
question of wanting to have a slim 
waist .. . it’s practically com- 
pulsory! 

To achieve this slim-waisted ap- 
pearance, some women are hero- 
ically squeezing into the old-time 
‘corsets with stays and laces. I 
‘don’t know how you feel about it, 
‘but I’d rather exercise! 

Actually, this trend toward 
‘smaller waists is a healthy or > 
which does not take excess fat into 
account. You are expected to have 
a slim, muscularly girdled midriff 
and to stand stretched tall so that 
there is no slack. 

Fortunately, there is no need to 
work yourself into a lather to slim 
'this measurement. All the twisting, 
'bending and stretching movements 
‘should be performed accurately— 
‘and usually that means slowly—to 
bring into play all those powerful 
but lazy muscles girding the waist. 

One of the most effective of the 
stretching exercises is guaranteed 
to make you stiff this week and 
perceptibly thinner next. Here it is: 

Stand with the feet parallel and 
fairly close together, arms straight 
out at the sides at shoulder level. 
Now without moving the arms, 
shoulders or hips, push the ribcage 
up and out at the right side. This 
pulls you out like an accordion and 
makes you bend to the left. Con- 
tinue pushing up with the ribs to 
your limit, then slowly return to 
position amd repeat. There is no 
use in rushing through this exer- 
cise. The whole point is to get a 
thorough stretch between ribs and 
the side and it should be done 
very slowly and deliberately. Per- 
form first on the right side for five 
times, then on the left.

House Group Pledges Fight 
Against Any Change in 
WPA Wages. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—(4)— 
The administration’s $2,490,000,000 
lending bill was buffetted from 
one end of the capitol to the other 
today with outspoken criticism and 
threats of delay that held possi- 
bilities of killing the measure or 
of postponing the congressional 
adjournment date. 

In the senate, Senator Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia, and a' bi- 
partisan coalition of New Deal 
critics jumped on the bill with 
both feet, asserting principally 
that while gotten up as a lending 
measure it was actually a “spend- 
ing scheme” which would run the 
national debt to dangerous 
heights. 

In the house a complication of a 


‘new sort arose. Taking cognizance 


of a plan in the senate to attach 
to the bill a rider ordering the 
payment of “prevailing wages” to 
WPA workers, four Democratic 
members of the banking commit- 
tee devised strategy to beat such 
a move 
To Vote With G. O. P. 

Their plan, one of them said, 
would be to vote with the Re- 
publicans and keep the bill tied up 
in the committee until the senate 
has acted, If the prevailing wage 
were attached, he added, the come 
bined votes would keep the lend- 
ing bill tied up in the committee 
indefinitely. 

The member in question said 
four had “solemnly shaken hands 
on it,” adding that if the senate 
“surrenders to the recent anar- 
chy,” meaning the recent WPA 
strikes over the prevailing wage 
question, “there will be no bill.” 
He pointed out that the four 
Democrats, added to the 10 Re- 
publicans on the committee, would 
give a majority of the 25-member 
group. 

The house committee completed 
hearings on the measure today and 
announced that it would go into 
executive session for consideration 
of changes in the bill tomorrow. 
Meanwhile, the house rules com- 
mittee met to consider sending the 
administration’s $800,000,000 hous- 
ing bill to the house for action. It 
adjourned without deciding that 
question one way or the other, 


ROUSEVELT SIGNS 
TVAPURCHASE BILL 


Compromise Legislation En- 
ables Authority To Buy 
Utility Properties. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt signed today 
a compromise bill authorizing the 
Tennessee Valley Authority to ac- 
quire Commonwealth and South- 
ern Corporation properties in 
three southern states. 

The legislation, sanctioning a 
new $61,500,000 bond issue, sets 
aside $46,000,000 of the bonds to 
cover TVA’s share of a $78,600,000 
contract for Tennessee Electric 
Power Company properties. 

The original deadline for this 
deal, June 20, passed before con- 
gressional approval could be ob- 
tained for TVA’s participation, but 
a new contract, calling for con- 


summation August 15, was negoti- |

South America ‘Ripe for Harvest, : 
Foreign Baptists Tell Assemblies 


Evangelism and mission work in 
South America were discussed by 
two groups of Baptists meeting in 
sectional assemblies yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Rev. A. Mauricio and the 
Rev, S. Canclini spoke before the 
Latin gathering, and the Rev. 
Erhardt Swenson discussed the 
subject before the Scandinavian 
meeting. 

“All eyes of the world are turn- 
ec toward South America, and it is 
not only one of the most needy 
mission fields, but it is one of the 
most ripe for harvest,” said Dr. 
Swenson. 

According to Rev. Mauricio there 
are 5,000 Baptists in Brazil and 
they support the Baptist church in 
Portugal because of language as- 
sociations. Brazil is one of the 
most prosperous Baptist foreign 
fields,” he said. 

Rev. Canclini discussed “A Bap- 
tist Protagonist of Freedom” and 
used as his personality, Paul Bes- 
son, a Christian, who died at the 
age of 84 in the city of Buenos 
Aires. He agreed with the short 
inscription on the South Ameri- 
can’s grave that he was an “Apos- 
tle of the Gospel of Liberty.”

Dr. Hj. Danielson, mission su- 
perintendent in Sweden, spoke on 
“Swedish Baptist Loyalty to the 
New Testament.” He gave the 
story of the development of the 


Baptist religion in Sweden since 
1848, when the _ first Swedish | 
Baptist church was founded. The! 
first Baptism, according to Dr. 
Danielson, was in 1850. 

There are now about 10,000 


Baptists in Sweden and they exert 
a deep influence on the religious 
life in Sweden of today, he said. 

Rev. Wang, of Norway, spoke 
on “The Baptist Outlook in Nor- 
way,’ where at present there are 
more than 7,000 Baptists. ‘“Nor- 
way has a strong religious revival 
which has been going on during 
the later years and the Baptists 
have been influenced by this re- 
vival.” 

Outlook in Norway. 

The religious outlook, in Nor- 
way, according to Rev. Wang, at 
the present is encouraging, and 
the Baptists there are prepared to 
take their share in the great reli- 
gious activity which is just now 
taking place, an activity which to 
a great extent has changed even 
the state church. 

The first speaker was Rev. Vin- 
cent, of France, who spoke on 
“French Baptists During the Past 


Century.” The modern Baptist 
work in France, he said, began | 
in 1832. 

The Rev. Samuel Vila, of Spain, 
discussed the “Problems of the 
Evangelical Churches in Spain.” 
The Baptists, according to the 
speaker, suffered during the war 
through the lack of male mem- 
bers of the churches, 

Rev. Vila said the three prob- 
lems that confront the Baptists of 
Spain today: are religious liberty, 
refugees, and extension of the 
work. 

From Italy came a messenger 
who is the member of a family 
that has led the Baptists of Italy 
for three generations. The speak- 
er, the youngest of the prominent 
family, was Rev. Paschetto, spoke 
on “Italian Baptists and Religious 
Thought.” 

Rev. Paschetto’s family began 
the religious magazine, ‘“Bilichi- 
niss,” which means faith and 
knowledge, the two lights. He said 
that Baptist religion began in Italy 
in the 19th century, but it was 
not until the 20th century that the 


tist movement in Italy is a cul- 
tural movement among the entire 
Protestant group in that country.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—(#)—

tion of proposed changes in the 
wage-hour law until after an 
unusual conference of the act’s 
friends and foes tomorrow. 
Leaders of organized labor’s two 
warring factions—John L. Lewis, 
CIO chieftain, and President Wil- 
liam Green, of the AFL—have 
been invited to meet with the 
house labor committee and others 
in an eleventh-hour attempt to 
work out a compromise on two 
sets of amendments to the law. 

Representative Cox, Democrat, |

tee group supporting amendments 
by Representative Barden, Demo- 
crat, North Carolina, denounced 
the proposed conference as “just 
a stall” and at first attempt- 
ed to force an immediate vote on 
the issue. He was induced to agree 
to the delay, however. The Barden 
amendments would exempt from 
the law certain workers engaged 
in processing agricultural com-

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FOREIGN BAPTISTS 
EXCHANGE VIEWS 


Several Hundred Meet in 
One of Five Language 
Group Gatherings. 


Slav-speaking Baptists  ex- 
changed notes with their English- 
speaking brethren yesterday at the 
Second-Ponce de Leon Baptist 
church. Several hundred messen- 
gers gathered for one of the five- 
language group meetings of the 
congress of the Baptist World Al- 
liance. 

Principal speaker was the Rev. 
I. V. Neprash, of Philadelphia, 
representing the All-Russia Bap- 
tist Union, on “Tragedies and Vic- 
tories of Baptists in Russia.” He 
pointed out that “difficulties in the 
religious life of the country are 
far greater today than ever be- 
fore.” 

“Their sufferings are on the in- 
crease,” he continued. “Our breth- 
ren there are not permitted to 
leave the country. Only those get 
out who risk their lives, and they 
are the only ones who dare to talk 
openly. None of our brethren were 
permitted to go to Berlin five years 
ago to attend the world congress 
of the Baptists and none were al- 
lewed to come here.” 

The Rev. L. Miksa, of Poland, 
addressed the gathering in his na- 
tive tongue, with interpretations 
by the Rev. Anthony Soltys, a 
Pole, now preaching in Kansas 
City, Mo. Mr. Miksa declared: 
“America does not know what war 
is. We do, for we suffered. We 
are afraid of war, and we don’t 
want it. If necessary, to defend 
ourselves, we will go.
